a) ARREST 4 MAN IN 
HONGKONG.

On dhe morning. of the 22nd inst. 2 daring 
attempt was cowmitted in this eolony by Ghincso 
officials to ourry off'a Chinnawn from Vicloria to 
f& gunboat which lad rocently come down from 
Foochow. Tho ganbont is tho Wyai San, No.

‘I'he: proposal to abandon Haiphong ar the 
principal port of Tonquin, if ever seriously entec- 
tained, would seem to have beeu abandoned, for 
in view of the increasing importance of the town, 
an o-dor wos issued on the 8th instant by Gene.

Chief ordered an inquiry, to which-the General 
commanding the Second Division has repliod ag 
follows —“ You have done me tho honour to in- 
form mo of odions rumours touching the conduct 
of tha troops sont to reprosi piracy in Bay-aay. 
In tha first place 1 unhesitatingly claim for my- 
self the ontireresponsibility for their asta. What 
thas been done bas bean by my orders, and no- 
thing kas been done without my ordors. This 
said, cannot too indignantly protest against 
rumours which, secretly set in motion by our 
worst shemies, find an echo amongst the jealous 
and avil intentionod, and sometimes amongst 
disappointed office sockers possessing neither 
sonsoiends or patriotism.. ‘These statuments are 
the more infamous inasmuch as we all Enow that 
in onr hottest actions our soldiers sometimes risk 
their life to protect the women and children.” 
In'view of the above, the General Commanding- 
in-Chief is determined to ro longer tolerate such 
attacks,and hereby ordors that the propagators of 
news of thia description sball be aotivaly sought 
out, Tho guilty partios discovered, if they be-
